Regent Street, under the name of “* Czechoslovak 
Industries in Great Britain.’ Of these firms, which are 
providing work for many thousands of British people, nearty 
all are Jewish, and a great number are refugees (writes a 
JiWisH CHRONICLE representative).

12,000 JEWS IN SERB PRISON CAMP 


Nazis Fear Guerrilla Liberators 


To meet the threat made by the guerrilla units of General 
Mihailevitch to attack contentration camps in Yugoslavia and 
to tiberate the mternecs, the Nazi authorities have removed 
1>.000 Jews trom. various small CUM ps to a new concentration 
camp at Parachin. The new camp ts surrounded by clectritied 
barbed wire and as strongly guarded by ‘Nazi troops. 

It is reported that a Jewish chemist named Alma Stina has 
heen sentenced by the military authorities to imprisonment for 
life on the charge that -he was producing explosives used by 
the Serbian guerrillas for blowing up bridges. 

The Nazi press boasts that the Banat province has become 
completely jndenrein. All the Jews of the province have euher 
heen exiled from there or interned in concentration camps,

JEWISH CAPITAL IN 
PALESTINE 


Need to Develop Industries 


Fifteen million pounds of Jewish capital is invested ina 
Palestine m 1.800 enterprises, and 45,000 Jewnh tamilics are 
making them living out of tadustry, stated Dr. Schmorak 
at a reception given by the Journalists’ Association in Tel-Aviv, 
He added that ut was, however, necessary to double this capital 
and the number of enterprises during the next five vears, because 
every political issuc depended on this capital together with the 
national funds 

A large proportion of the national capital, sard Dro Schmorak, 
was invested in the Palestine Potash Company and the Palestine 
Fiectric Corporation, but there was a possibility of desclopine 
many other mdustrics Wo the raw materials tor the Dead Seca 
enterprise could be manutactured in the country. tle comptaimed 
that whereas in other countries most of the avarlable capital 
was invested inp industry, m Palestine the greater part was 
invested m Turkey and baeypt were now develop- 
mg ther amportant madustries, and at Palestine wished to com- 
pete with those countries t must pay more attention to industry 

“Ti we miss this opportunity, we shall have to pay heavely 
for moi the future.” he sand. “t do not think that industry 
iS less amportant for the development of the country than 
agriculture.” There was no necessity for charitable donations, 
but there was an urgent need for encouragement and tor a clear 
national policy, because mdustry could provide the mecessary 
absorpuive capacity tor hundreds of thousands, or even for 
millions. “tt is: necessary to encourage exports.” he a@ded, 
“but tos also necessary to establish credit institutions tor lone. 
term loans to industry. an a purely commercial basis Chur 
annual production amounts to £14,000.000, of which, in 1941, 
only £4,000,000 were for muililary requirement

POLICY IN 
PALESTINE 


By THE REV. DR. JAMES PARKES 


In a_series Of three articles, the Rev. Dr. James 
Parkes, who has a_ distinguished reeord as a fiehter 
against anti-Semitism and a proven friend of Jewry, 
outlines the views of a sympathetic and deeply inter- 
ested non-Jew on the problems of post-war Jewish 
reconstruction, Dr. Parkes speaks bluntly-and frankly.

ARABS URGED 10 ENLIST 


Newspzpers’ Assiduous Campaign 


The Arabic newspapers (cables our Jerusalem correspondent) 
are at present assiduously conducting a campaign of publicity 
urging the Arabs to join the British Army. They pomt out the 
large numbers of Jewish volunteers already serving, and, em- 
phasising the importance of military training for the Arabs, they 
add: “* How can we maintain our liberty and defend our inde- 
pendence in the tuture unless we have a strong army to detenc 
those principles and solidly to withstand those who wish to 
deprive us of or prejudice cur independence?” 

These papers also dwell on the reasons connected with the 
post-war period of negotiation which must mpel the Arabs to 
* do their bit” at the present time 

Similar sentiments to those reported above by our correspon- 
dent were expressed by Ejay Neyhed, Director of Arabic Pro- 
grammes on the Jerusalem radio, at a meeting held on Decem- 
ber 19 at the Al Bahriach Schools in Jerusalem, which wis 
addressed by, among others, Mr. Keith Roach, the District 
Commissioner. Neyhed declared: 

“If we believe that the country ts ours, it 1s our duty to sate- 
gard it as we have inherited it from our forefathers and to 
bequeath it to our sons as we have inherited it.

ENGLISH ZIONISM’S PROBLEMS 
Efforts to Meet War-Time Difficulties 


Mr. S. Temkin, of the Zionist Federation and Zionie 
Information Department, gave a lecture on “ The English 
Zionist Movement and its Specific Problems,” to the Theodor 
Herz! Society, at 28pm, Belsize Park Gardens, N W.; recently. 

After describing the organtational structure of the Zionist 
Federation, its relations with other Anglo-Jewish bodies, and 
its attitude to Zionist politics, Ae spoke of the many probl.ms 
facing the Enelish Zionist Movement. The war he said, had 
brought with it certain special questions, and among them was 
their approach to and contact with the many thousands of young 
Jewish men and women who were now serving with the British 
Forces, and of whom many were for the first time being con- 
fronted with the Jewish problem. 

Phen evacuation had created tts own difliculties Last year's 
bombing had caused many local Zionist groups to disintegrate. 
It was not a simple. matter of gransferring Zionist activities to 
the new communities in reception areas, many of which were 
only dormitory towns. After a day's work and hours of 
travelling, people had no inclination to carry on routine matters 
of organisation necessary in any movement. 

Dealing with general problems, Mr. Temkin said he was not 
satished that the Zionist Movement in this country had yet 
won the practical support of all sections of the Community. 
Phere was a tendency for English Zionism to become a middie- 
class movement. There were many reasons for this, one being 
the system of Jewssh education in this coyntry, which emphasised 
only certain aspects of Judaism, and did not link Jewishness 
with the needs of everyday life There was also the fortunate 
fact that English Jewry lived under conditions immeasurably 
better than in most other countries, with the natural result that 
assimilation in some form or other affected the outlook of ‘the 
community: Among the masses there was also a groping for 
new forms of civilisation which would put an end to the possi- 
bility of future wars, and there were many young Jews who 
revarded Zionism ls being too constricted Outlook and OvetT- 
looked entircly the urgency and tragedy of the Jewish problem.

Dutchmen Save Jews From Death 


“Were it not tor the triendly attitude of the non-Jewish popu- 
lation OL Holland, the number of deaths from sturvation among 
Jews would be appalling: tor, in addition to the usual restiic- 
tions on their freedom, the Jews of Holland are debarred trom 
every possibility of carning a livelhhood.’ So declares the Votct 
OF THE NETHEREANDS, the weekly newspapel published hy the 
Dutch Government m London. in an article on the plight ol 
the Dutch Jews. Non-Jewish doctors and lawyers, the article 
declares, tr¢quently pass on to. their Jewish colleagues ices 
_ from then former Jewish patients or chents. Prayers 
or the Jews are iegularly rected mn many Dutch Protestant 
Churches. 

Phe article adds that the Jewish birth-rate in Holland, which 
was 7.2 per 1,000 in I88S, has now dropped to only 3.3 per 1,000. 
This figure compares. with a birth-rate of 6.6 per 1,000 among 
Catholics and 3.5 among Protestants. It seems clear, the paper 
says, that the Dutch Jewish population of 120,000 will gradually 
disappear unless the birth-rate increases, * but the Nazis intend 
to prevent that increase.” 

Ihere is no doubt, it declares, that Dutch Jews will be 
deported to Poland, and that young and able-bodied Jews are 
already being picked up in the streets and forcibly transferred 
to concentration camps, whence they are sent to “ dangerous 
work.” About 400 of them are said to have died as the result 
of the hardships of forced labour in Yugoslav lead mines.

GEN. SIKORSKI’S JEWISH COUNCILLORS 
An Agudah Protest 


The Polish Government has received an official protest from 
the Agudah Oreanisation in London against the recent apporint- 
ments to the Polish National Council. It will be recalled that 
the two persons selected by the Polish Government were Dr. 
Schwarzbart, the Jewish member in the previous National 
Council, and Mr. Samuel Zygelbaum, a member of the Polish 
Jewish “ Bund.” The Agudah claims that it, too, should have 
had a representative. 

In addition to the two Jewish members. there are five members 
of each of the four main parties, and nine independent members, 
making a total of 31. 

Dr. Schwarzbart, who is 54 years of age, is a Doctor of Law 
and a well-known journalist in Poland, being former Conor iy 
chief of the Nowy Dz1ennik. He was a Deputy in the last Polis 
Sejm. -He is at present a member of the Central Committee of 
the Representation of Polish Jews, which embraces all Polish 
Zionist parties as well as the Agudath Israel. He is also a Vice- 
President of the Zionist General Council (Actions Committee), 
and President of the World Union of General Zionists. 

Mr. Zygelbaum is 45 years of age. He was a member of the 
Central Committee of the “ Bund” in Poland, and ts now 
resident in America. In 1939, he took part in the defehce of 

arsaw against the Nazi invaders, being a member of the 
Defence Committee under the heroic Lord Mayor, M. Starzyn- 

i. Me. Zygelbaum is expected to come to London shortly to 
assume his duties. 


JEWS IN JAVA 


The island of Java, the latest prize in the Pacific sought by 
the Japangse aggressors, has, like all the Dutch possessions, a 
number of Jewish inhabitants. They total only about 800 
families out of a population of 150,000 Europeans and 40,000,000 
natives. The Jews come largely from Holland, as Government 
or trade officials, although in Batavia, the capital, there are 
“ Eastern” Jews from Bagdad,.who maintain their own 
Synagogue. 

Last Sear, under an agreement between the Dutch Govern- 
ment-in-Exile and the American Jewish Joint Distribution Com- 
mittce, a group of Dutch Jewish refugee families were also 
settled on the island. 


FOREIGN NEWS ITEMS 

. Strong eflorts are being made in the U.S.A. to secure the 
refease in Russia of the rearrested, Bundist leaders, Ehrlich and 
Alte: M. Litvinov, the Russian Ambassador in Washington, 
has had appeals from, among others, Mr. William Green, 
President of the American Federation of Labour. 

The Vichy Jew-laws have been extended to all the French 
Colones. (Restricuions had already been applied to Jews in 
Northern Africa.) Jews in any of the French Colonies who 
Practise banned professions must immediately give up their posts. 

Sir Victor Sassoon has made a gift for war funds of a lakh 
ol rupees (about £7,500). which he has placed at the disposal of 
the Governor of Bombay. 

A cheque tor $4,000 has been presented to the British War 
Relief Fund by the Jewish Daty Forwarp, of New York. 
The sum represents the entire profit of a special “ British 
Empire “ edition published by the newspaper in December 


Many Jews have been arrested in Budapest on charges of 
conducting defeatist propaganda against the participation of 
Hungary in the war against Russia. 


Under Nazi pressure, the Federation of Hungarian Indus- 
trialists has decided not to employ any Jews in its members’ 
concerns, although even the Hungarian Jew-laws permit the 
employment of a certain percentage of Jews.

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THE FUTURE OF JEWRY 


WE publish this week the last of the three articles on 
Jewish post-war reconstruction which the Rev. Dr. 
James Parkes has been contributing to these columns. 
Ihey represent the views of a proven friend of Jewry, 
and, in the spirit of true friendship, they are permeated 
with what should be a welcome frankness and courage. 
Above all, they are determinedly realistic in outlook, 
and for that we owe the author sincere thanks. Nothing, 
he tells us, is More essential than that the new settlement 
after this war should be solidly based on realities. I 
there is one thing that seems certain amid the shifting 
chaos of human affairs to-day, it is that the old pre-war 
world is dead. 


It is dead tor Europe: dead probably 
for America, too: dead. most certarnly. tor the Jews. 
except in the case of ant-Semiutism, which has the seem- 
ing power of surviving and detying all the schemes ot 
all the new orders in the universe. Ht a pointer to the 
tremendous transtormation is needed it can be tound 
in the totak change of this country’s’ attitudes towards 
the Soviet Umon as well us in the hopes OL HS coO-oOpera- 
tion in the building of the New Avge 

Jews, when they think about it at all, are disposed to 
sum up Jewish requirements in a single over-simplifica- 
lion —equality in the land of their birth and adoption: 
Palestine as a Jewish National Home. And. having 
presented that nostrum, they believe they have pro- 
pounded the whole solutton of the Jewrsh problem. But 
Dr. Parkes, with his reminder of the differences in the 
situation of ditferent Jewish Communities, and the vary- 
me levels of the societies within which Jewish Com- 
munities live--two of the realities upon which he 
contends. the settlement must .be baused--applies a 
salutary corrective to this superficial habit. [tis not so 
easy as all that! His alternative proposals are bold and 
mans of them will call forth eriticism. He calls. tor 
instance, for the abandonment, at all costs, of the Jewish 
in Eastern Europe: and ‘in the place 
of the discredited minorities treaties, urges an ayree- 


status 


ment between. both sides as to muttial rights, an agree- 
ment which should deal with the actualities of [ite tn 
the professions, industry, and agriculture, and the place 
ot Jew and Gentile in each, and which should set out 
to csolve a policy of benefit to both parties. Some hand 
of proportional sharing, he asserts, is an essential basis 
peace 


He hears already the CTY OF 
but insists that the principle. were accepted far. more 
real justice and tar wider Opportunities for honourable 
Jewish living would’ be secured for Jews than they are 
otherwise likely to obtain. The repugnance of Jews to 
such a plan—especially if. Jewish quotas under the 
system were made unalterable—1s not without reason 
One must bear in mind the constant temptation which 
this svstem would hold out to anti-Semites to engineer, 
and perhaps force, the reduction of the numbers of the 
Jewish population, But at least the proposal does repre 
sent a break with encrusted ideas, which have led to 
none useful and have only encouraged a clamour ol 
Jewish protest’ which, in the end, as Dr. Parkes. says, 
has tired out and alienated the triends of Jews while 
infuriating their enemies. Some new and more realistic 
approach is clearly demanded. and to this. Jewish 
thought must needs be intensively directed. particularly 
in the field of emigration. Possibly the plan tor a 
mutual guarantee of civil liberties recently agreed upon 
for one’ of the proposed Balkan Federations and 
between Poland and Czechoslovakia, may indicate the 
road to at least some easing of the problem 

Dr. Parkes also advocates a new policy tor Palestine, 
especially on the point of numbers. He belitves. that 
‘4 recognition that the possibilities of growth in Pales- 
tine may be limited, and that “dominions” of the 
National Home, under the aegis of the Zionist move- 
ment. might exist outside Palestine if the number ot 
Jews who desire to emigrate altel! the war Is vrealtel 
than Palestine could politically absorb, would place 
the whole of Jewish-Arab relations at once on a very 
different footing.” The snag here, on which critics will 
at once fasten, is in that word “ politically.” — Its 
interpretation by Jews and Arabs seems only too likely 
to difler vastly and, in the result, to perpetuate dispute. 
Nevertheless, this line of approach—and it sets out to 
be nothing more--does discourage the tendency. to 
persevere in the eld ruts instead of searching tor new 
paths--and it is of this that Jewry is desperately in need. 
It calls for courage and vision. It calls also for 
tolerance and restraint. And it calls for what one 
Jewish leader in this country once called “the best 
brains ” in the Community. The old parable has to be 
formed on new lips. Where are they? Why are they 
silent at a moment when the fate of the élite, quite 
as much as that of millions of the Jewish masses, hangs 
direfully in suspense? Some day these questions, not 


th® least grievous of the many that beset us, will have 
to be answered, and answered, let us hope, in a practical 
spirit. 

While, says Dr. Parkes, in the Western European 
communities and the U.S.A. the present Jewish citizen- 
ship is perfectly satisfactory, an agreement ts required 
for the combating of anti-Semitism, This, he says with 
some truth, is in essence an entirely Gentile problem, 
but needs Jewish co-operation. He asks for tts dis- 
cussion by a serious group representing the churches, 
the political parties, the educational authorities, and the 
Jewish Community, with the friendly eye of the Home 
Office as a help. ~ This proposal well merits considera- 
tion though tentative steps on similar lines have trom 
time to time been taken. Dr. Parkes ts also exceeding 
wroth with the “clever Jewish “journalists and 
orators ” who, he says, have for twenty years indulged 
in abuse, denunciation, and sneers on Governments and 
Jewish leaders alike, to the appalling harm of the Jewish 
cause. He asks tor more give and take, patience, and 
often silence. He can be forgiven tf he does 
not do full justice to the magnitude of the Jewish trage@s 
and to the Jewish travail. Not for twenty years but 
for twenty centuries the Jewish people has been 
standing on tts head, surrounded by mocking and 
missile-throwing mobs. Such an entorced posture ts not 
only, as Mr. Churchill once said of the politician ~ with 
his far to the ground.” undignified: it does not 
encourage either clear thinking or happy thoughts, let 
alone indulgent and good-tempered complatsance

PUS!-WAR PLANNED ECONOMY 


* ‘Tews Must Fit 


Dr. H. W. Singer the distinguished economist and lecturer 
at Manchester University, speaking on Sunday on “* Economic 
Reconstruction and the Jewish Problem,” said “ the world ts 
turning to an economic system where the degree of freedom 
of economic choice will be considerably narrowed; where the 
private business man, the merchant and the artisan will be 
superseded by the civil servant, and economic bureaucracy. 
Though it must go against the grain of generations of practice, 
the Jews must learn to fit in to such a planned economic system.” 
Dr. Singer was delivering the fifth lecture in the series on 
“ Problems ot Post-war Reconstruction,” arranged by the Insti- 
tute for Higher Jewish Education, at a public meeting held at 
the Grosvenor Hotel. Mr Isidor Sandler presided. 

Dr. Singer propounded that the main feature of post-war 
reconstruction would be the need for increased security and 
mecreased equality -in botn of which the Jews were vitally 
intercsied Jews, he said, ought to rejoice in the trends lowar»ds 
increased security and equality, which were becoming universally 
accepted essqntial features of economic hfe after the war 
“ Insecurity and inequality,” he said, “ are the breeding places 
of anti-Semitism, and their removal may put qfite a diflerent 
compiction on the relation. between Jews and non-Jews.” [This 
was not to minimise the dangers threatening the existing social 
structure of Jewry, went on Dr. Singer. The Jews as an economic 
group tended towards a tree cconomic system, and the ‘dis- 
placement of free competition by planning might create serious 
problems. 

lurning to Palestine, the speaker said that a policy of cconomic 
nationahsm .would greatly restrict the number of people who 
could live in that land Ihe tuture of Palestine would largely 
Jepend upon nm becoming a member of one of the proposed 
new federal groupings of the nations—in which the ‘tree develop- 
ment of HS mdustrics, particularly chemicals, would be helped.

NATHAN LASKI MEMORIAL 


From the LORD MAYOR OF MANCHESTER (President) 
and others 


To the Pditor of THe Jewtsu CHRONICLE 


Sirn,-- May we bring to the notice of your readers the proposal 
to perpetuate the name of the late Nathan Laski, M.A., J.P., 
inaugurated by the Rt. Hon. the Earl of -Derby at a meeting 
held in the Town Hall, Manchester, on January 12. 

Nathan Laski was foremost a citizen of Manchester and leader 
of the Jewrsh Community of Manchester and Salford. But he 
was also recognised as a national figure, and he played no small 
part in the history of Anglo-Jewry as a whole. He was for 
some time Treasurer of the Board of Deputies, and, later, a lead- 
ing member of its Palestine Committee, never failing to take an 
vctive and constructive part in all its efforts. In the more recent 
years of persecution and terror in Europe he was tircless in his 
ctlorts to case the lot of refugees and to keep their needs before 
HM. Government. He was a foremost figure in the defence of 
the Jewish name, and no one in the Community has done more 
lo foster goodwel between Jew and Gentile 

lt is intended to devote a substantial part of the £50,000 which 
we hope to obtain to the naming of a Nathan Laski wing at the 
non-sectarian Nictornm Memortal Jewish Hospital, of which he 
was Chairman. His name will also be borne by a Memorial 
Hall, from which will radiate the cultural and administrative 
activities Of the Community whose acknowledged leader he was 
lor so man® veurs 

Phe remainder of the fund will be devoted to educational 
purposes and will meclude the crection of an educational build- 
mg which will house semor and clementary schools, and whose 
curreulum will include Hebrew and rchgious training as provided 
now by our Talmud Torah Schools in the face of mereasing 
difficulties, and will also include the establishment of a Nathan 
Paski Bursary at the Manchester University, of which Mr. Laski 
was an hon. graduate 

Our appeal, which tw bemg launched under distinguished 
patronage, has already been warmly received, and we are con- 
fddent that there will be a general desire trom rich and poor 
aitkhe to be associated with this tribute to a great figure im Anglo-

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


CO-OPERATION 


“Tf they will erect a sanctuary unto Me, then will I dwell 
in their xxv, 8. 


Tn condition implied*in this verse is significant. There 


must be a tangible demonstration of the willingness of 

the people to have God in them midst belore His 
presence can be made manilest unto them. So it ts in all 
things, One cannot expect to enjoy life's greatest boons, 
such as love, friendship, and respect, unless one acquires 
those blessings by the giving of them to others. It ts like 
the mirror. took into ut with a frown and you get a frown 
back: but smile into it. and the same snule will greet \ ou. 
Phat is the secret of an imspiring service in the Synagogue. 
Important as are the contributions made by the officiants, 
more important still is the mood which we bring with us 
into the house of prayer. We have only to blame our- 
selves if we leave the service cold and unresponsive. What 
we should sav to ourselves is not: “ What did the Minister 
try to sav in his sermon?” or ~ What monotonous rencer- 
ing of the prayers by the Reader! ~ but rather: ~ What 
feelines of reverence did we bring with us into the Syna- 
vouue?™ That is the meaning of the text.

Later 
came the large and beautiful Temple of Solomon, and when 
the exiles returned uncer bzra, their first thoughts were also 
on the building of a second Temple: and ever since, wherever 
Jews have settled, their prime concern was the provision 
of a Synagogue and a Talmud Torah for their children. 
In the Synagogue, the Jew felt at home among his people 
Estranged from this spear-head of communal life, the Jew 
cut a pathetic and lonely figure. No wonder that the 
Talmud (Ber. 8) declares that: “ He who had a Synagogue 
in his community and does not frequent it, must be con- 
sidered as a bad neighbour.” And it is not only the 
Talmudic Rabbi and the modern preacher who rifle their 
vocabularies of praise when they speak of the place ol 
worship. It was Bialik. Israel's greatest modern poet, but 
who could not be accused of being ecclesiastically minded, 
who sang, if we would kriow the secret of our fathers’ stead- 
fastness:

HISTORICAL SOCIETY AT OXFORD 
Three Learned Papers 


A meeting of the Jewish Historical Socicty was held at the 
Taylor Institute, Oxford, on Sunday, when papers were read 
by Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches. Dr. S. Stein, and Dr. J. Teicher 
(who left Italy because of Mussolini's policy). Dr. C. Roth, 
President of the Society, occupied the chair and spoke regret- 
fully of the death of their Treasurer and benefactor, Mr. 
Gustave Tuck. 

Dr. Teicher whose subject was “ Maimonides and England,” 
dealt. with the philosopher's influence on English culture. He 
said that Maimonides’ philosophy, with its rationa! ideas of the 
highest order, found an echo in the era of enlightenment in 
England of the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries In Cam- 
bridge, the centre of spiritual! Protestantism, his works were 
cagerly studied and absorbed, and they exercised a great influence 
on that period 

Dr. Stein dealt with “ Ferdinandus Philippus 
Cambridge Hebraist of me Sixteenth Century,” who was born 
a Jew in Poland around 1555, became converted first to 
Catholicism and later to Protestantism and, being poor, drew 
three-halfpence per day from Domus Conversorum. the Con- 
verts Home in London: he taught Hebrew in various colleees 
and afterwards went to Holland, where -he diced Dr. Stein 
gave a critical analysis of his work, which, he pointed out, 
first introduced Rabbinic literature into Anglo-Hebrew scholar- 
ship, and his influence on English theologians and oriental 
scholars in England prepared. the way for the readmission of 
the Jews into England by making their ways of life known to 
the learned 

Rabbi Dr. Daiches read a paper on the “ Earliest Anglo- 
Jewish Translations of the Bible.” the subject of his contribution 
to the Elkan Adler volume. He traced the various translations 
of the Bible from Tyndale around 1525, go the Authorised 
Version under King lames. and spoke of the great influence of 
the Bible an the Elizabethan period, which, he said, breathed 
a new spirit mito the k: selish language. He believed that without 
this, Shakespeare would have been impossible The spirit of 
criticism began to maniiest in the eighteenth century 
Among the Jewrsh criti Raphacl Baruh, who wus one ol 
the Jewish scholars to write English in 1774 Dr, 
Anselm Bavly, a non-Jew, produced what Dr. Daiches thourht 
was the first publication of the Old Testament mn Hebrew and 
English, tollowed in 1785 by that of A. Alexander, which was 
the first Jewish edition of the Pentateuch m Hebrew and Enelish 
published iw England Ihe next Hebrew-Enelish. Pentateuch 
was published in. London two years later by Lion Seesman 
It was translated by David Levi, who was born in London in 
1740, and whom Dr Daich deseribed as an intellectual giant 
ind the greatest English-born Jewish Hebrew scholar. who 
dominated the scene of Hel yrew learning tor at least two decadk 
Ihe lecturer suggested that his name deserved to be tfrtinegly 
commemol ited. and that he should no longer be refecred to a:

LORD WEDGWOOD SUPPORTS 
JEWISH DEMANDS 


Empire Interests Need Revised Policy 


A public meeting addressed by Lord Wedgwood on “* The 
Wat and the Jewish People ~ was held on Sunday at the 
Finchley Synagogue Hall, Kinloss Gardens. It was arranged 
by the Hampstead Garden Suburb comm Socicty. 

Mr. Barnett Janner presided. 

Lord Wedgwoed said that the Jews in ‘building up a nation 
were giving wo that nation sell-respect, self-confidence, and also 
a spirit of self-sacrifice. Ht was not only the Jews in Palestine 
who were making a sacrifice, he sand There was nothing more 
remarkable than the way in which the Jewish people had 
drained themselves of money in order to support the cause of 
restoring a small section of the Jewish people to the Promised 
Land where their ancestors. 2,000 years ago, had lived in peace. 
When he asked President Benes some time ago what he thought 
Zionism had done for the Jewish people he replied by bending 
his finger and then straightening it, thus indicating that it had 
straightened their backs 

Speaking of the refugees from Fascism, Lord Wedgwood said 
that these people were more bitter haters of Hitter and Fascism 
than anybody else could be. Iney had now one desire and that 
was to get into the British Army and help to kill Hitlerism. 
The refugees had got more cause to fight than even the British. 

In dealing with the question of the Arabs, the speaker said 
that if Hitler ruled the world the Arabs would have about as 
and the Arabs were not fight- 
ing Hitler. The British were not using all the people all over the 
world who were on their side. and that attitude was dangerous 
for the British Empire at the moment Fifty Souinneel men 
could have been raised in Palestine and would have been trained 
and equipped by the Jews in America, free of any charge to us 
here. They could have had three divisions fully equipped by 
now to detend themselves and their own country they were 
not even permitted to form a Home Guard. If Rommel drove 
through Egypt Palestine would be a batticground and the Jews 
in Palestine will be unable to defend themselves 

If this war was to be won, said Lord Wedgewood, it could only 
be won by securing the assistance of everybody who was able 
and willing to fieht Hitler. 

Answering a question on what reason the Government offered 
for not arming the Jews in Palestine, Lord Wedgewood said that 
the reason given was that they had not got the arms or equip- 
ment, but the real reason was a desire not to offend the Arabs, 
who wont teht This passion for beme evervihing: to our

Lord Wedgwood has accepted an imvitation to become Hon 
President of the Society.

Prior to the war, the problem of Jewish youth was never 
tackled in a manner calculated to achieve positive or lasting 
results. Thousands of intelligent young Jewish men and women 
completely discarded all claims to Judaism. Thousands frittered 
away thei leisure hours playing cards and billiards in the un- 
healthy atmosphere of gambling dens. Where in Fast London 
was there 4 great spiritual leader capable of interpreting the 
ethics and principles of Judaism in the light of present needs?

Appeal to the Eeth Din 


To the Editor of THe Jewtsu CHRONICLE 


Sik,--In view of the imminence of Passover, | would appeal 
to the Beth Din and other religious authorities of the Com- 
munity to give some guidance to those of us who once again 
find themselves unable to observe the traditional prescriptions in 
proper detail Owing to military service or similar reasons. I 
take it that those so etrcumstanced are not expected to maintain 
the normal standard of observance, but should do everything 
possible to abstain from ordinary bread, etc., unless there is no 
alternative. It 1s of the utmost importance that an authoritative 
pronouncement regarding this matter should be made as soon 
as possible, since silence has led to a general belief that if every 
detail of the Passover traditions cannot be observed there is no 
necd to try to do anything, intransigence thus leading (as it 
always does) to complete neglect. In the same way, the absence 
of guidance regarding the observance of the laws of kashrut in 
emergency and of discrimination between the basic and the trivial 
has had the unfortunate result that the average Anglo-Jewish 
youth of Orthodox parents who joins the army, not being able 
to have food served off special crockery, imagines that he micht 
as well “go the whole hog ” and (to the contempt, I may say, 
of most of his fellow-soldiers) becomes a connoisseur of bacon. 
It is surely time for our ecclesiastical authorities to encourage 
those who are doing their best to maintain the essential Jewish 
tradition in diflicult circumstances by give us some guidance 
on these matters.

* LEAD US BACK TO JUDAISM ” 


From Raset Jacos Suacuier (LOL, Clifton 
Belfast): 

If ever there was a crisis in Jewish life which prompted the 
clarification of rsucs, tom that in which we are involved at 
present “ Saving Judaism” must become the slogan of the 
day to all those who are engaged in “ saving Jews.” The 
existence of the one without the other is unthinkable . 

We can no longer afiord to comfort ourselves with the 
knowledge of having congregations and memberships. Even 
when congregations with their mstiutions are retained, they are 
for the most part made up ot those indilferentists and disloyal- 
ists whose aflihation begins and ends with philanthropy, or 
whose membership ts prompted by the need to “ belong “ rather 
than by a desire to co-operate in the work of advancing the 
cause of Judaism. These people who form a substantial majority 
in the congregations are not a sudden phenomenon im our 
midst; they are the product of an educational system, or the 
lack of it, in Anglo-Jewry tor generations. Hence the wocful 
wnorance of the beauty of Judaism which has become onc of 
their characteristics. Torah and Judaism, which to us embrace 
everything that we now distinguish as religion, history, poetry, 
philosophy, ethics, and law, mean to them nothing more than 
a few Biblical stories, varucly remembered lo others it 
amounts merely to attending Synagogue on Holy-days and the 
saying of Kaddish 

Some maintain that in spite of all the Jeremiads, the Jewish 
consciousness is still deep Phos. they say, can be particularly 
noticed at present when our people are so bitterly attacked by 
a hostile world. However true that may be, it is an mvoluntary 
consciousness, one which ws nourished by tear rather than by 
deep idealism and conviction. It ts one mto which they have 
been kicked by the boot of anti-Semitism, and not moved by 
genuine snspiration. A Judaism limited to apologetics and void

SALSAGEMEAT 


Ir may not be possible to get sausage 
skins much longer, so we wilt be buying 
sausagemeat instead of made-up sausages 

Sausagemeat can be. turned any 
number of savoury .dishes with very little 
trouble. Here are some suggestions. 
you want “ just sausages ~~ break up your 
sausagemeat into even sized pieces, and, 
with floured hands, roll neatly.

Divide sausage- 
meat into two, form imio flat round cakes, 
and put one into the pastry-lined tn, cover 
wiih the cabbage, sprinkle over the finely 
chopped leek and a little powdered sage.

EPSTEIN’S LATEST CARVING 
“* Jacob and the Angel ”’ 


If we want to find out the real value of Epstein’s carvings 
we must place them properly in a laid-out garden where they 
can be scen from all angles at all distances, at all heights, and 
in all lights. Though the Leicester Galleries do a service by 
letiing us just about see them, that is all that any private gallery 
can do, and his latest carving, “ Jacob and the Angel,’ suffers 
more from being “ cribbed. cabined, and confined “ than any 
other. 

These gtant wrestling figures in alabaster need to be looked 
down upon rather than up at, for their main aesthetic interest 
is in the arrangement of the arms and heads, rather than the 
torsos and legs. Presumably to give an elemental quality, 
Epstein has thickened the limbs to almost oak-tree girth without 
correspondingly heightening the figures. And presumably to con- 
vey his literary idea he has enlarged the hands so that thev are 
almost as big as thighs. One does not find real strength or 
tension in these legs, in spite of the masterly use of the grain 
of the alabaster, nor real life or beauty in these hands: Jacob's 
hands are obviously intended to be inert because of the clasp 
in which the angel has him
